Because of the frequent operations 
of U-boats thereabouts small patrol 
boats were sent into all the small 
bays to ascertain if there was a base 
in any of them. After several days’ 
search it was learned the boats hac 
been to Tory island; and a summary 
questioning of the inhabitants result- 
ed in the rounding up of the guilty 
Bix.

Russia Will Weather Gale 


Patience and’ Docility Expected to 
Bring About Order 


One believes Russia will survive 
in the end, but it is hard to give defi- 
nite proof for one’s belief. Little of 
the first joy of the revolution is left. 
Sometimes one may come across it 
in a sheltered corner where people 
are working quietly and thinking out 
plans for the future, but here in the 
midst of the hurly- b rly, in the fev- 
ered atmosphere of Petrograd, where 
passion has fought itself weary, and 
. reason is baffled by the all-prevading 
influence of something very like in- 
sanity, the present is quicksand and 
an almost irrational hope in the fu- 
ture is the only stay. 

Russia will work through, but at a 
cost of what. suffering and what tu- 
mult? 

It is believed something very great 
will come from. this quarreling and 
fumbling and bitter recrimination 
and wild chasing. of the will-o’-the- 
wisp, but to live daily in an atmos- 
phere of midsummer madness and 
within a hand’s breadth of doom; to 
feel every moment that the social 
order is stripped bare and exposed to 
all the elements, is exciting certainly, 
but it is almost too much for ‘this 
sorely tried generation to bear. 

The marvelous paticnee and docil- 
ity and great faith of aogreat mass of 
the Russian people ‘alone make it 

ossible to weather such a storm. In 
Bacytsin, on the Volga, where the 
fanatical monk Iliador once swayed 
crowds, there is complete and appar- 
ently hopeless anarchy, but in Tomsk 
the local Socialist committee has re- 
established order with the help of 
troops aftcr a desperate struggle.

Autos in Guatamala 


Demand Is Increasing Despite High 
Cost of Living 


“Although handicapped by the ab- 
sence of any considerable extent of 
good roads in the Republic of Gaute- 
anala, and in spite of the high price of 
gasoline (now 60 cents United States 
gold per gallon) the demand for and 
use of automobiles has so increased 
within recent years that. there are 
now approximately 150 cars in the 
Republic, of which 123 are registered 
by the municipality of Guatemala 
City,” says a consular report. 

“Of the cars in use in the capital 
city an unofficial estimate obtained 
through local dealers shows that 
twenty-five are of German manufac- 
ture, imported before the outbreak of

Machine shearing has created wide 
interest in Alberta this season. This 
is interesting for the reason that in|” 
the past machine shears were not 
looked upen with favor even by the 
most advanced wool-growers, the 
song of praise of this machine being 
left-wholly to the manufacturer and 
advertiser to sing. Sheepmen have 
considered this method of shearing 
impracticable for such a cold climate. 
Now it looks as if every sheep in the 
province would soon be machine- 
shorn. The largest rancher in the 
West last year established a machine 
plant in Southern Alberta. . This 
year he added four machines to the 
outhit. Notwithstanding the popular 
belief it has been established that 
machine-shearing in a cold climate 
gives better results than blade-shear- 
ing when done under proper condi- 
tions. 

A shearing shed of good construc: 
tion, combined with the thick comb 
and a proper shelter during the first 
night after shearing, provides the 
sheep with far more protection than 
winder blade-shearing. 

In Wyoming, where the climate is 
more severe than in any part of Al- 
berta except perhaps, the extreme 
north, machine-shearing is largely 
in use, Labor-savying machinery in 
factories and machine shops have 
made fortunes for the owners of 
these plants.

“As. soon 
as these objectives have been reach- 


ed and guaranteed, this war will come}: 


to an end, but if the war comes to 
an end a ‘single minute before, it 
will be the greatest disaster that has 
ever befallen mankind, 

No aba can have peace now 
at a price. ermany wants ‘peace— 
even Prussia ardently desires it. They 
said: “Give us some indemnity for 
the w rong we have done; just a lit- 
tle territory here and a little there, 
just a few privileges in other direc- 
tions, and we will clear out.” We 
are told that if we are prepared to 
make peace now Germany will _ re- 
store the independence of Belgium. 
But who has said so? 

“No German statesman has: 


: ever 
said he would restore the indepen- 
dence of Belgium. The chancellor 


came very near to it, but all the junk- 
ers fell on him and he received a 
sound box from the mailed fist. 

“The only terms on which-Gtrmany 
has suggested restoring Belgium are 
not those of independence, but of 
vassalage. Then came the doctrine 
of the status quo and no annexation 
and no indemnities. No German 
statesman has accepted even that. 

“But what did indemnity mean? 
Indemnity is an esesntial part of the 
mechanism of civilization in every 
land and climate. Otherwise what 
guarantee have we against a repiti- 
tion? This, it is said, is not what you 
are after. You are after our colonies 
and probably Palestine and Mesopo- 
tamia. If we had entered into this 
war purely for the German colonies, 
we would not have raised an army of 
three or four millions. We could have 
got them without adding a_ single 
battalion to the army. 

“Our greatest army is in France. 
We are there to recover for the peo- 
ple who have been driven out of 
their patrimony land which belonged 
to them. As to Mesopotamia it is 
not, and never has been’ Turkish. 
You have only to read the terrible 
reports to see what a wilderness the 
Turks have made of the Garden of 
Eden, What is to happen to Mesopo- 
tamia must be left to the peace con- 
ference, and there is one thing that 
wall never happen to it. It will nev- 
ef be restored to the blasting tryran- 
ny of the Turks. 

“The same observation applies to 
Armenia. As to the German colonies 
that again is a matter which must be 
settled by the great international 
peace conference. When we come 
to settle who will be the future trus- 
tees of those uncivilized lands, we 
must take into account the sentt- 


their destinies to other and 
and gentler hands. 
sires and interests of the people 
themselves of all those countries 
must be the dominant factor in set- 
tiling their future government, 4 

“Pcace must be formed on so equit- 
able a basis that the nations would 
not wish to disturb it. It must be 
guaranteed by destruction of Prus- 
sian military powers so that the con- 
fidence of the people shall be put in 
the equity of their cause and not in 
the might of their armies. A better 
guarantce than cither would be 
democratization of the German gov- 
ernment. 

“No one wishes to dictate to 
German people the form of gov- 
ernment under which they should 
choose to live. It is right to say 
that we will enter into negotiations 
with a free government of Germany 
with a different attitude, mind and a 
aifferent temper and different spirit 
and with less suspicion and more 
confidence than with a government 

we feel today to be dominated by the 
aggressive and arrogant spirit of 
Prussian militarism. 

“All the allied governments will, in 
my judgment, be acting wisely if 
they draw that distinction in their 
general attitude toward the discus- 
sion of peace terms.’

One of the most interesting things 
about this war is the number of 
Peaceful avocations carried on in 
connection with it in just such a way 
as they would be carried on if there 
were no war at all.

One of the most extraordinary con- 
trasts of this sort, if one catches its 
meaning, is the industry carried. on 
by the Canadian lumbermen in 
forests of France. One lumber mill 
is well within hearing of the 


guns 
that are dealing havoc among the 
Germans on the western front. 
Death and destruction were being 


steadily and remorsely dealt 
few miles away; but the work went 
on peacefully in this beech forest, 
just as if it had been a timber con- 
cession far away in Western Canada, 
The late leaves were just begin- 
nnig to show green in the roof of the 
wood; its floor was sprinkled with} 
little flowers; the sun shone warmly. 
Tree-trunks were lying here and 
there, and bundles of branches; and 
the sawn-up lengths were being 
dragged up by horses to the narrow 
lines of rail running through the 
wood, and prized and levered by 
these expert lumbermen on to the 
cars that would take them down to 
the mill. The men were in khaki, 
and addressed the officer who gave 
directions about the loading of the 
cars as “sir.” That was all that 
there was of military in it, except the 
noise of guns, which drowned the 
noise of the saw when you moved a 
little way from it. The horses moved 
lazily; the men worked with that lei- 
surely yet competent air which with 
those who understand their job means 
a great deal of work done and no 
time wasted about it. Nobody took 
any notice of the guns. 
But it is not always as

His is the first company of the 
Canadian Forestry Corps to get to 
work in the war area. All his ma- 
chinery is Canadian, and was ship- 
ped over from Canada. His men are 
mostly experienced lumbermen over 
military, age, who patriotically en- 
listed for the purpose in which they 
are doing such valuable work, but he 
;has trained others, and has a good 
proportion of British soldiers ane 
ing under him.

The scarcity of artillery ammunition 
has been emphasized in enemy doc- 
uments recently captured, but ior im- 
portant actions there scems to be as 
yet no lack. The decrease in the ac- 
tivity of the enemy artillery is chiefly 
of the sort known as “harassing fire” 
in which shells are directed on fdads, 
trenches, villages and other positions 
where human targets are supposed to 
be gathered. In repelling attacks and 
in preparing the way for counter-at- 


tacks the German artillery is still 
formidable.

Skim Milk Cheese | 


Possible to Make Fine Cheese From! 
Skimmed Miik 


That the food value of cream or 
butter fat in comparison with that 
of the other milk solids, is regarded 
too highly, is a fact well known to 
all scientists who have studied the 
subject. 

In many food combinations skim- 
milk is.’ a more valuable food than 
is: whole milk or cream. This is true 
where part of the dict consists of 
fats or substances containing fats. 

This being true, there is no reason 
why skim-milk cheese should not 
hold an important place among cur; 
staple foods. This cheese will con- 
tain the same food constituents as 
ordinary cheese, with the exception 
of fat. Owing to the absence of the 
latter) it is usually too dry to suit the 
tastes of most people. 

For this réason a certain 


By no known method is it possible 
to make a really fine cheese from 
full skimmed milk; bit by replacing} 
the fat with an excessive amount of 
whey or water it is possible to make 
cheese that is fairly palatable. Its 
sale is not permitted in Canada. 

The skimmed milk is heated to 
cighty-four degrees F., and ripened 
to .24 per cent. acid by the addition | 
of commercial starter or buttermilk. 
It is advisable to,use as much start- 
er as can be safely handled without 
making the cheese too acid, as com- 
mercial starter and buttermilk both 


cut into cubes with the regular curd 
knives. After cutting, the curd is 
stirred gently for five minutes, or 
until the particles’ become “healed” 
over and begin to contract. The whey 
is then quickly removed and the 
curd piled, without stirring at least 
twelve inches deep in the upper end! 
of the vat, without a drain being 
| made in the centre. . The whey run- 
ning from the curd after packing 
should contain not over .22 per cent. 
jacid, As soon the curd becomes 
i firmly matted (usually about fifteen 
minutes) it is cut into large pieces 
and turned. Jn fifteen minutes more 
it is ready for milling. After milling 
it should be rinsed off with pure cold 
water and salted, one and one-quar- 
ter to each 100 pounds of curd. In a

Placed On Special Reserve 


Registry for Unemployed Officers 
Now 

Sir Edward Kemp, minister of mili- 
tia and defence, has announced the 
formation of a “reserve of officers 
for the Canadian expeditionary 
force.” His announcement says: 

“There are many officers, who for 
no other reason than that there were 
vacant. no suitable appointments 
which could be offered them in Can- 
ada, have from time to time been 
struck off the strength of the Cana- 
dian expeditionary force. They are 
now to be restored to it, with the 
rank and seniority which they held 
therein, 

“They, as well as officers who 
hereafter may cease to do duty with 
the Canadian. expeditionary forces* in 
Canada, and officers for whom on 
their return from overseas, employ- 
tment in Canada cannot be provided, 
will be placed on a special reserve 
which will appear in the quarterly 
militia list. 

“Reserve officers of the Canadian 
expeditionary force will not be en- 
titled, as such, to pay any allowan- 
ces. This is without prejudice to 
any pension or leave with pay and 
allowances which has been or may be 
granted to them, On the other hand 
they will be the first to be consider- 
ed when: appointments which © they 
are suitable to fill fall vacant; and 
preference will be given to those of 
them who have seen active service at 
the front.” 


Established Freedom 
Of Conscience 


Religion in Russia to Be No Bar to 
Possession of Political Rights 


The ministry of the interior has 
submitted to the provisional govern- 
ment a bill establishing freedom of 
conscience. Possession of civil and 
political rights no longer depends on 
religion. For a change of religion, 
a permission will not be need- 
ed. 

Up to nine years of age a child’s 
religion is determined by its parents: 
if ther is a disagreement the child 
takes the mother’s religion. Over 
nine years of age the religion cannot 
be changed without the consent of 
the child itself. Over seventeen years 
religion can be changed without the 
parent’s or guardian's consent. 

Another important reform provides 
for courts of administration for the 
protection of a citizen against illegal- 
ities of officials of the central gov- 
ernment or of local self-govern- 
ment bodies.

Showing them brooders, where 300 
chickens were being fed and explain- 
ing how to feed with butter milk etc. 
Thén came fattening poultrye in 
crates and trap nests for the laying 
hens, and finally to the room where 
they gaw the dry picking of broilers. 
From the poultry houses the party 
proceeded to the pig pens, where the 
children were much interested in the 
young pigs. Then into the cattle 
barns where they saw some beauti- 
ful calves. Sheep pens were next 
visited and great interest taken in the 
little new born lambs. 

The girls, as well as the boys, 
evinced the greatest interest in the 
live stock and were eager to sce cv- 
erything. ‘ 

The college kindly arranged for 
them to cat their lunches in the din- 
ing hall and provided them with hot 
tea, which was much appreciated. 
After lunch they visited the (conser- 
vatories where the beautiful display 
of flowers delighted them. Then 
came, the museum, where the stuffed 
birds and animals proved a great at- 
traction. The teachers could hardly 
drag the children away, but time was 
limited and a very happy and satis- 


fied crowd took the cars back to 
Winnipeg. 
These picnics might well be ex- 


tended to all the rural schools within 
easy distance of the college. Most 
of the children were the older pupils 


girls clubs. These clubs are being 
provided with fine bred eggs, young 
pigs, seed grains and potatoes, etc., 
by the college and it was thought 
that those country children might 
with profit see how to look after and 
care for the produce they raise, in the 
best manner, as shown at the college. 

Many of these children never have 
an opportunity of seeing anything 
beyond their own home farm, but 
after such a visit these children will 
have an ambition to return to the 
college later on and take advantage 
of the fine course of instruction pro- 


| vided there. 


Even an occasional visit to a_ big 
agricultural fair is not to be compar- 
eg with a day spent at the college. 
At the usual fairs their attention is 
more apt to be absorbed by useless 
and unprofitable sights, such as a 
“Hairy Man from. Borneo,” or a 
“Living Skeleton,” or such like, then 
the beauty and grace of the fine live 
stock on view. 

These picnics could go on during 
all the school session and_ provide 
endless themes for essays and dis- 
cussions and it is to be hoped that 
many more of the rural schools will 
accept the invitation the college ex- 
tends to them. 


The following letter from one of 
the teachers adequately expresses 
how the children enjoyed the trip 


and visit to the college. 
Headingly, Man. 
Monday Evening. 


“Now about the trip to the college. 
I think every one thoroughly enjoy- 
ed it. I know my girls did. 

Only four girls went from my 
school. Paul unfortunately took the 
measles last week and was very sick 
the other boy who was at school is 
working. One of my girls says it 
was the best day she ever had. I wish 
you could see my eight pupils’ be- 
cause I am so proud of them. Well, 
the ridé was rather long and two of 
Miss Taylor’s girls took ill so she 
took them in a jitney from Eatons. 
We left Headingly at 9 o'clock and 
reached the college at 11 a.m. Each 
child took a lunch the same as for a 
regular school day. Mr. Newton was 
very nice and called a young lady 
from his office who showed us about 
his. building, the domestic science 
room, sewing room, textiles and 
house keeping room. Then Mr. Her- 
ner, I think that was his name, took 
us over to the chicken houses. He 
took an active interest in the children 
asking questions, etc. A pleasant 
time was spent in the egg testing 
room, each child tested some eggs. 
Then we visited the incubator room, 
one incubator was hatching. Children 
were all interested in this. Then we 
went into a room. where two men 
were dry picking broilers, then into 
the room where the fattening crates 
were, then to the pens where the 
hens and laying hens were. One girl 
saw a hen go into a nest and the nest 
shutting. There were many young 
chicks. The children were delighted 
with the large brooders where 300 
chicks were kept. Mr. Herner told 
them how they fed the chickens but- 
tegmilk, etc. In one pen were some 
guinea pigs and everyone had a good 
look. There was a pen of young 
ducks. Saw some turkeys and geese. 

After the visit to the fowls we 
paid a visit to the dining room which 
the college placed very kindly at our 
disposal. They supplied us with hot 
tea which was much appreciated by 
all as the day was rather chilly, After 
lunch we were taken around the stock 
by a Mr. Woods. Everyone took a 
keen interest in the pigs.

Hear Lubin Again 


Proposes National Chamber of Agri- 
culture 


David Lubin is a little man with 
big ideas. When he first proposed 
the International Institute of Agri- 
culture the few that heard him laugh- 
ed at “a grand idea” that they said 
was too grand to be practicable. But 
Lubin kept at it and persuaded the 
King of Italy to build a million-dol- 
lar headquarters and to start the in- 
stitution. Now the crop reports of 


the Institute are standard the world 
over. 

When Lubin began to talk rural 
credits nobody listened. He said: 


“Society is lopsided. The cities are! 
doing too well, the farmer not well 
enough. ‘The government must fi- 
nance the farmer.”” He kept at it un- 
til a commission was appointed to go 
to Europe and study the subject. 
Then he got it into congress and the 
Farm Loan Act was the result. 

Now Lubin has another “grand” 
idea. It seems too big to go through, 
but in view of what has happened in 
the past six years we must pay some 
attention to him. He proposes the 


lights, 
waterworks, and other marks of civie 
progressiveness. Nor has the change 
been a material one only. The old 
environment scems to have been up- 
rooted and borne away, and a new 
environment, appropriate to the new 
life of the people, has been fitted on 
in its place. The rancher, the cow- 
puncher, the saddle horse and chuck 
wagon have given way to the farmer, 
the business man, the automobile aud 
the modern restaurant. 


In few places has this evolution 
been more rapid or more clearly de- 
fined than at Maple Creek,’ Saskat- 
chewan, famous in the nineties for its 
herds and its vast, unbroken ranges; 
now an important centre of  irriga- 
tion and mixed farming, selected this 


year as the mecting place of the 
Western Canada Irrigation Associa- 
tion. The transformation from cow 
town to irrigation centre has been 
effected in less than half a genera- 


tion; men still young were born be- 


fore Maple Creck existed on the 
map, and before even the ranching 
business there was in its infancy. 
The history of the town may be 
said to date to 1883, when the main 
line of the Canadian Pacitic Railway 
reached the district. The first set- 


tlers began to arrive about the same 
time, bringing with them the few 
head of livestock from which a great 
ranching industry subsequently de- 
veloped. The district was ideal for 
that purpose; the Cypress hills to the 
south afforded shelter, water, fuel 
and building material, and in all oth- 
er directions the grass-covered plains 
stretched unbroken to the horizon. 
But even the most optimistic pioneer 
attached no value to the land except 
for range purposes. 


“National Chamber of Agriculture.” 
It involves governmental supervision 
of marketing by parcel post,. worked 
out in detail on the lines found prac- 
ticable by the larger ~ mail-order 
houses. To begin the movement Lu- 
bin proposes a commission to investi- 
gate the matter. He can keep a com- 
mission going. He docsn’t let it rest 
a minute. He might well be called 
our own little commission stimulator. 

Listen to Lubin. He doesn’t both- 
er with the details of his plans. 
pushes his big idea, which is to keep 
a balance between city and country, 
producer and consumer. He is an 
untiring advocate. 


Then the idea took root in a few 
adaptive brains that the water which 
flowed in numerous streams from the 
Cypress hills: might be used for irri- 
gation. The first ditches on Maple 
Creek were dug in 1896, and irriga- 
tion on the other creeks in the dis- 
trict was begun about the same 
time. Irrigation was first employed 
mainly for producing fresh pasturage,
